1 he 
conditions of tho country have afforded 
advantages for such u policy, be says, as 
they have enabled the iur.irgcnts to ap- 
pear and disappear at their convenience. 
At one lime they are soldiers and imme- 
diately after are within the American 
lines in the attitude of peaceful natives. 
A widely scattered formation of Filipino s 
quickly followed the guerrilla warfare, 
which lod to a corresponding dissemina- 
tion of American troops, there being 53 
military stations in the archipelago Nov. 


liSOO. and 413 stations Sept. 1, 1900. 
This resulted in a large number ot 


mii'or afi'airs, many of which did not as- 
sume tin; dignity of a regular combat, 
though the casualties between the dates 
stated were -US Americans killed. 750 
wounded and 55 captured, the Filipino 
rjsses during the same time being o.227 
killed, (jiil wounded and 2,S(!4 captured. 


General iMacArthur says the extensive 


listribnlinu of troops has strained tho 
soldiers of the army to the full limit ol! 
endurance. He says the apparent desul- 
tory work has demanded more of disci- 
pline- and as much of valor as was re- 
quired during the period of regular opera- 
tions against concentrated field forces 
of >:isu,-reetiouiMs. General Mat-Arthur 
speaks in the highest terms of the service 
-endered by the troops amid all labors 
and hardships. 


Views on tin- Filipinos. 


"The 
Filipinos," says. General Mac- 


Arthur, "are not a warlike or ferocious 
people. Left to themselves, a large num- 
ber of them would gladly accept Ameri- 
ca:! supremacy, which they are gradually 
coming to understand means individual 
liberty and absolute security in their 
lives and propeity. They have been mad- 
dened, however, during the past live 
years by rhetorical sophistry and stimu- 
lants applied to national pride until pow- 
er of discriminating in matters of public 
concern or private interest has been 
almost enlirely suspended. 
As a substi- 


tute for all other considerations the pen- 
pie seem to be actuated by the idea that 
in all doubtful matter:-, of politics or war 
men are never nearer right-than when 
going with their own kilh and kin re- 
gardless 01 consequences." 


This condition, he says, has raised dif- 


ficulties and obstructions in pucifici'.linn. 


The effort to institute municipal gov- 


ernment under American auspices* carried 
ihe idea oil exclusive fidelity to the I'nit- 
ed States, but this met with ditlii.-uitU's 
where Filipinos were placed enlirely in 
control, and secret 
municipal 
govern- 


ments were organized in,various towns 
under iiiMjrireut auspices to proceed si- 
niubaiu'i'ii-Iy \vil!i the Ann"-ican govern- 
ment and often through the same per- 
sonnel. 
I'residents and town i.iikhil.s 


acted openly in behalf of Americans and 
M-crtMly iu behalf of the insurgents and, 
paradoxical as it may seem, with consid- 
erable apparent solicitude for the iu- 
tercs>is of both. 


llo>v Insurants Arc Aided. 


Wherever there is a group of insurgent 


forces coii-tigiious towns contribute to 
their support and render great assistance 
in secreting the soldiers and 
helping 


them to escape. 
The report says the 


suet-ess of the guerrilla system depends 
upon complete unity of nttion among the 
native population. 
That there is such 


unity is frankly acknowledged, but bow 
it is brought about General Ma-eArthur 
says ho is-unable to ascertain. Intimida- 
tion accounts for the condition to some 
extent, but fear would not be sneee«£ul 
as the only motive, lie adds: 


''It is more probable that the adhesive 


principle comes from ethnological homo- 
penity, which induces men lo respond for 
a time to the appeals <-,( consaiiguin 'ous 
leadership, even when such action is op- 
posed to their own interest and convic- 
tions of expediency." 


lie says that this statement appl'es to 


the entire archipelago excepting the por- 
tion of. Mindanao occupied by Moros and 
tho Jolo group. The Morns seem entire- 
ly satisfied with present conditions. 


General Mat-Arthur quotes captured 


correspondence to show the efforts of- the 
insurgent leaders to intimidate and i.-on 
trol the people. lie declares that tin 
SV-erriila bands could not exist except 
for the support they receive from the 
towns.

ICaBj of th« Annual visitors to French 
Llct Spring* know old Uncle Joe Wells, 
the Y«tef*a village blacksmith, but there 


few if ,aiiy of them who know that 


when Joe WM * young luau he "follerod 
boatln" Ad was a deckhand on the river. 
Among the boats that Joe worked on In 
the early ctoyswasn little stern wheel boat 
called the Vulture. Upon one occasion the 
mute of the Vulture took sick, and the 
captain appointed Joe to take bis plaoe, 
and Joe was proud of his promotion. One 
night, coming out of Green river, the Vul- 
ture tttis hailed to land and take on eight 
hogsheads of tobacco. She was a short,. 
narrow, light, stern wheel boat, with only 
one boiler, andlthat located about the in id- 
die of the boat. She rounded to, stuck her 
nose into the bank, and the gangplanks 
were run out. The deckhands, headed by 
Joe, rolled the tobacco aboard and loft it 
in a single row, reaching from the head of 
the boiler to the capstan. The captain was 
somewhat surprised that the eight hogs- 
beads rplled on the head end of his littlo 
boat didn't make -her draw much xao.ro 
water than when she landed. The captain 
rang the boll, the plank was pulled in, 
and the Vulture commenced backing to 
get away from the bank. Joe and the crow 
put a pole out against the bank and 
shoved. 


"Here she goes!" shouted Joe, and ho 


hardly jelled before shegatua backward 
jump. Her head, went down in 20 fcot of 
water; the stern flew up in the air; the 
wheel, still spinning, went out on tire 
bank. The tobacco .held her head down 
and kept her stern sticking up out ojf tho 
water 80 feet, and every man on her was 
tiitber thrown ashore or had to swim to 
the bank. Joe had to swim, and soon as 
he climbed Vha bank he started for French 
Uok on foot and has never stenmboated 
any since. Joo bad let tho boot's head rest 
on a big rock while he rolled tho tobacco 
on board, and with tbo tobacco on her 
bow end and thu stem being light sho

Anybody can take gold and silver to 


the assay office in lots of not less than 
$100 and have it melted or refined by 
paying a small charge. Even plated 
ware may be taken to Uncle Sam's shops, 
and the gold or silver will be separated 
from, the dross and its value, less the nec- 
essary charges, returned to the ow ner. 


Where there is no especial artistic value 


in the old plate it is wise, from a busi- 
ness standpoint, to melt it before selling 
it. Dealers in old plate buy it'for its bul- 
lion value only. Thoy being expert, can 
tell what this -salue is, and if they be not 
exactly honest might get much the best 
of the "bargain. But when it is melted iu 
the assay office each bar is stamped with 
the exact weight and fineness, so that a 
.child might take it to market and get its 
value. 


Not old plate alone goes into the melt- 


ing pots of Uncle Sam. Every year hun- 
dreds of sets of silverware that have nev- 
er left the manufacturer's hands are 
melted up. These are wares chat have 
been made in excess of the demand and 
have gone out of fashion, so that the best 
way to realize ou them is to remelt them 
and reform them. Some manufacturers 
do this rcmelting themselves, but the gov- 
ernment docs it well and cheaply, so gets 
much of it to do. Thus, no bit of silver 
is ever lost to the world, and battered old 
relics may appear tomorrow in ciggontly 
chased now designs. As old candy is 
made over ami over iuto new caramels 
until finally eaten, so is old silver made 
over and over inik'Onitely. 


All the silver or gold brought in by one 


owner is known as a melt. Bach melt is 
handled separately up to the moment tho 
refining process begins. 
If the owner 


take it away before it is refined, he will 
,tako the identical metal he brought, lie- 
lining is done in wholesale quantities, right, 
and if an owner wants refined metal he 
must surrender his impure bullion aud 
receive iu refined metal the quantity thu 
tests have shown to exist in the gross 
bars. 


The melting furnaces are run from 8 


o'clock to 4 daily. The fuel is gas, aided 
by a blast. To melt silver it takes 1,300 
degrees F.; to melt gold, 2,500 degrees. 
This heat will turn the metal iuto liquid 
in 75 minutes. One furnace will run off 
25,000 ounces of gold in a day or 5,000 of 
silver. Molten silver looks like weak tea 
heavy with sugar sirup, gold like old 
tokay. Kach has an indefinite, ethereal 
appearance that may really exist, but 
which more probably exists in the mind 
of the observer only because he tries to 
appreciate the extreme value of the liquid 
as it is pourfcd like water from furnace 
to mold. 
The ordinary mold is of tho 


size of a building brick. It is of steel, 
the inner surface highly polished and 
duionred with sweet lard. As tho rich

ilamo and keeps on burning' after tho 
metal has como to rest, making a little 
wall of lire about it. The odor of burn- 
ing Inrd is strong in the furnace room 
while a melt is being poured off. Kach 
mold when full will hold 200 ounces of 
salver or 300 of gold. The metal is left 
to stgud in the molds but a moment, for 
the instant it is hard enough to stand 
nlouc it is turned out on to a metal table. 
At first it is a deep red, then gradually 
cools and assumes its proper color. Tho 
weipht and fineness are stamped before 
the biicks leave this table. 


Perhaps the most interesting process, 


however, is that of refining. The usual 
method is to put gold and silver into cue 
molting pot in the proportion of tuo 
parts of silver to one of gold. 
This is 


poured off into broad, shallow molds that 
leave it when cold in the shape of waffles 
a foot square and n quarter of an inch 
thick and permeated with round holes. 


These plates are hoisted to the fifth 


floor, where they are boiled for six hours 
in great pots filled with sulphuric acid. 
There are ten of these boiling pots, and 
they are kept busy, consuming about 
9.000 pounds of acid daily. As you enter 
this boiling room the fumes that are 
driven from the precious porridge sting 
your throat and make you gasp and 
cough, but the men who work here have 
been yenrs at it, and they say their health 
is excellent. 


When the boiling process is finished, 


it is found that the acid has eaten up all 
of the metal but the gold. The gold lies 
as meal in the ..bottom of the pots, the 
silver and gross metals being hold in sus- 
pension. The liquid is siphoned off and 
run to the floor below, where it is put in- 
to great copper lined vats. Plates of pure 
copper are put into it. Here hot steam is 
forced into it. Gradually the silver in the 
solution is deposited on the bottom and 
sides of the vnts in a white meal, its 
place in the solution being taken by cop- 
per, until all the silver has been depos- 
ited. 


The liquid siphoned from the gold is 


sulphate of silver. Now it is siphoned 
from the silver as sulphate of copper. 
This sulphate of copper is run now into 
vats on the floor below, where it is loft 
standing for five days in zinc lined vats 
into which strips of pure zinc are sus- 
pended. The copper in the liquid crys- 
tallises on the strips of sane as blue 
vitriol. 


The first of these crystals are weak and 


dull, and they are made into a second so- 
lution, after which they form crystals of 
a-blue so brilliant that it delights the 
eye and seems too beautiful to be the 
deadly poison that it is* This blue vitriol 
is sold for 3% cents a pound'for making 
electric batteries. It can be reduced back 
to the original copper, but the govern- 
ment has not room to handle it and finds 
it simpler to sell it and buy fresh copper. 
There is still 1 per cent of copper in the 
liquid, besides load'and any.other gross 
rnethls that might have been in the origi- 
nalfplntc or gold dust. This liquid is sold 
to manufacturers, who make- out of it 
copperas, parts green or fertilizer. Thus 
every iota of the original mess is account- 
ed for. If there be not loo much dross ia 
iiw metal the silver and gold meal left 
feehiud is very pnrc. The gold and silver 
can be remixed-and re-refined "over an8 
over until practically pure. They arc sel- 
dom made more than .099 pure.—New 
York Mall and Express.

WAYS OF FENCING. 


Two Methods and Their Chief Points Of 


Difference. 


With the Italian method the fencer only i 


looks to touch his adversary, and to that 
end all means are good. He runs, jumps 
and leaps upon his adversary like a tiger, 
ho fences with his arms drawn back to his 
body—in fact, he fences no inoro, but uses 
his foil as he would a dagger. When he is 
on tho defensive, he performs regular cir- 
cles with his foil and uses it as he would a 
cane. 


With tho Italian method ono must have 


a groat quickness of logs, for if tho fencer 
attacks you with a jump and does not 
touch you ho will at once jump back 
to tho end of the room to avoid your re- 
paster. It is what I call "parry with your 
legs." Now, if you loaru to use a foil, it 
is to parry with thut foil, not to run away 
in order to give you a chance to Iciap again. 
It is nil right to retreat, but not too much. 
I prefer to be touched rather than to run 
awny from an attack. Ono step back is 
quite sufficient. 


In the French method the teacher's aim 


is to givo his pupil all the elegance possi- 
ble in each one of his movements. No jerky 
movements must bo executed, for it is nec- 
essary that tho pull should have no stiff- 
ness in tho shoulder, while ho must imag- 
ine that ho is holding In his fingers a pen, 
not a foil. This is especially true for tbo 
feints, whore the fingering plays the big- 
gest part in fooling your adversary in tho 
parade. The point of the foil must inovo 
and turn without tho hand moving from 
its regular position. 
Of course it talJes a 


groat deal of practice. 
Tho teacher never 


allows a pupil to enter into a contest with 
anybody until he knows how to make a 
frank attack with tho arm extended with- 
out jumping or to parry without running 
awny. If ha enters into a contest without 
those qualities, he will naturally become a 
fenrer of the Italian stylo and Und that 
his touches are not counted according to 
American rules. 


When it pupil is entering an assault and 


is touched by his adversary, ho must bo 
able to tell what kind of an attack ho has 
made or what attack his adversary has 
made on him. Then ho becomes a good 
funcor, for ho uses judgment. In tho 
French method the contest is supposed to 
show elegance, quickness and good breed- 
ing between the adversaries, and. not a 
regular rough and tumble as it does in the 
Italian method. —Minneapolis Times.

For the control of Inrgc crowds New 


York policemen have been regarded ns I 
moro effective than those" of any other city 
in tho world. 


It hue bean said that New Yorkers will 


stand inoro police dictation than would bo 
endured by tho people qf London or Paris 
nnd will submit without complaining to 
being ordered about nnd revon clubbed by 
tho autocrat with brass buttons. -Kecsnt 
observations have tended- to confirm tbo 
belief that tho police of this city are be- 
Koiuing lass domineering, whilo they aro no 
less effective in the protection of the public 
when tho streets are fttlodHvitb crowds. 


There was n time, remembered by many 


New Yorkers, when it' was hardly safe to 
usk a lordly'policeman'4 plain question. 
Ho was inclined to make reply by a "stiff 
pnnch" with tho end of his big night stick. 
The art of clubbing Was practice^ with 
such impunity that tbe average citizen ro- 
aardod n policeman wi'th fear and trem- 
bling. 
Aloe Williams -was in his .glory 


then, and the "boss clubber" wns an ob- 
ject of so much interest that people would 
stop and. gaze at him with curiosity as ho 
strode about tho streets. His declaration 
that there was "more law in the end oil a 
policeman's club than in u decision of the 
court of appeals" had weight then. It was 
tbo custom in those daysto*control crowds I 
in tho streets by tho free use of brute forco. 
People were so much accustomed to exhi- 
bitions of violence that there was no pub- 
lie outcry when a squad of police chased a 
crowd 'of unoffending men buck from a 
lire with a shower of blows and a deluge 
of awful threats. 


Old time police oflioiaVi h:ivo declared 


that the riot of 18(i3 was responsible for 
much police brutality in tho years that fol- 
lowed. - The police had to light/ hard on 
thnt occasion, and thoir only weapon was 
tho club. When they closed with tho mob, 
their orders woro, "Take no prisoners." 
Inspector Carpenter, who led in tho fight- 
ing, gnvo tho additional command, "Wher- 
ever you sco u head hit it." When the 
riot was o>er, the citizens of New York 
united in praise of tho police, who had 
I'tirnutl Lbe designation of "the fluost. " 
L-iter f ho members of tho forco never failed 
to distinguish themselves in lights a;:aiust 
disorderly eroxvdfi, but they often failed to 
make di.'-tinctiou between rowdies who d«- 
Korvcd to ho clubbed and unoffending citi 
zoiis who wero entitled to protection uisd 
considerate treatment. 
Tho habit of 


"churning tho crowds" with drawn clubs 
ronmined llxod for years,' und it was not 
until tho commissioners amended tho rules 
so as to require a policeman to keep his 
club in liis belt unless ho waf obliged to 
draw it in self defense that tho practice 
was dropped. Kvon in holding police iinos 
at (ires or u,t grout; parados it was the cus- 
tom of policemen to ii?e their clubs in 
pushing back persona who not ovor tho 
lino, aud it, was a common thing to sue n 
policeman ronrh ovor nnd hit tho hoads of 
pcnplo who w;>ro being pushed toward the 
front by crowds in tho roar. 
Tho sight of 


\\aving clubs \sns mi inseparable feature 
of every prcnt" parado in Broadway and 
Fifth avenue, and smashed h;its, if not 
broken hcad.s, wero often the results of too 
much cugcr&css to get in tho front rank of 


The General's Aversion to Turning 


Almost a Superstition. 


At 11 o'clock word uamo to Grant and 


Meado that their headquarters escorts and 
wagons wero delaying tho advance of War- 
ren's corps, and thoy decided to movo on 
to Todd's tavern in order to clear tho way. 
Tho woods were still on flro along pants of 
tho main road, which mado it almost im- 
passable, so that tbo party turned out to 
tho right into a sido road. Tho Intention 
was to tako tho sanio route by which tho 
cavalry hud. advanced, biit it was difficult; 
to tell ono road from another. 


Tho night was dark, the dust was thick, 


tho guide who was directing the party be- 
came confused, and it was uncertain 
whether wo wore going in tbe right dircc 
tion or riding into the lircs of tho enemy. 
The guide was for a time suspected of 
treachery, but he was innocent, of such a 
charge and had only lost his bearing.". 
Colonel Comstock rode on in advance, and 
hearing tho sound of marching columns 
not far off on our right canto back with ' 
this news, and it was docided'to return to 
tho Brock road. 


General Grant at first demurred when i!, 


was proposed to turn back nnd urged the 
guide to try and find some crossroad lead- 
ing to the Brock road, to avoid retracing 
our steps. This was an instance of his 
marked aversion to turning back, which 
amounted almost to a superstition. IIo 
often put himself to tho greatest personal 
inconvenience to avoid it. When ho found 
ho,was not traveling in tbe direction ho 
intended to take, he would try all sorts of 
crosscuts, ford streams and jump any- 
number of fences to reach another road 
rather than go back and tako a fresh start. 
If ho had been in the place of tho famous 
apprentice, boy' who wandered away from 
London, he would never have been thrice 
mayor of that city, for with him Bow Bolls 
would'have appealed to deaf'ears when 
thoy chimed ouc, "Turn again, Whitting- 
ton." 
Tho" enemy who" onooontored him 


never failed to fool the effect of this in- 
born prejudice against turning back. . 
• However, a slight retrograde movement 
became absolutely necessary iu tho present 
instance, and the general yielded to tho 
force of circumstances. An orderly was 
stationed at the fork of the ronds to ind! 


Tho ability of tho polico to bundle 


crowds without tl'o uso of clubs was first 
demonstrated >.t tbo grrait Columbian p-i- 
ratlcs in Now York. Ntncr were tbo side- 
walks in Broadway moro densely crowded 
ut a passing phow. 
At fill tho corners of 


<".do sheets stood trucks, four or flvo nt 
each corner, piled hiph with spectators. 
People pushed their way in solid masses 
between the trucks, blocking tho outlets 
from Broadway and threatening to farce 
tho polico lines. 
Tho orders of Superin- 


tendent Byrnes against clubbing woro pos- 
itive and explicit, and it would Lave been 
reckless for policemen to uso their clubs in 
such an emergency. Mounted policemen 
were stationed at the street corners, and 
they used their l;orf=os in pushing buck the 
crowds. Souio of thewoll trained animals 
appeared to understand tho work cut out 
for them as well as their riders. 
Thoy 


would lean up against crowds and p-ush, 
making short,, careful steps, as it mindful 
of the feet thnt wero near their iron shod 
hoofs. 


It was at tho timo of the centonnial 


parades also that tbo system of telephone 
^stations along tho lino was fiist put into 
operation. Mr. Byrnes was able to sit, in 
his office at police headquarters and hear 
tbo music of tho bands and tho cheers of 
tho multitude at any point from which he 
desired to got information. Ho was able 
also to strengthen tho polico lines at a 
place wboro a crowd increased unexpected- 
ly by sending a reserve force from tho 
nearest station. 


The advantages of a complete telephone 


service were demonstrated in tho centen- 
nial parado. Several persons wero hurt at 
overcrowded stands or fainted iu tho crush 
of pushing people, and in every c.iso am- 
bulances were summoned from tho near- 
est hospitals without delay. 


At recent large parades and on other oc- 


casions when the polico have had to con- 
trol largo crowds in the streets it has boon 
noticed that all tho policemen carry their 
clubs attached to their belts and wave 
only their hands when they order people 
to move back. Thoy have received the 
most positive orders not to bo rudo or uso 
'unnecessary forceuu keeping tho lines, but, 
on the contrary, to mingle gentleness with 
firmness. 


It must not be supposed, however, that 


nil the members of tho forco arc fond of 
tho now method, and thoro aro instances 
when a policeman will exhibit the domi- 
neering manner which members of tho 
force often displayed SO years ago.— New 
York Tribune.

In Lumber Working. 


The first a'ttonipt in tbo United States 


to turn out lumber with a bund* saw was 
madu* about 30 years ago. 
Tho paw then 


used, however, whilo excellent in cutting 
on a beautiful wave Hue, scorned tho inar- 
tistic mechanically 0<""*ght ouo. Tho true 
theory in rogurd to t' 
mature and treat- 


ment of circular stiw 
-ioh wero then in 


well established us> 
only beginning 


to ho understood, • 
-a years elapsed bo- 


fora it was und*,- ,jod in reference to 
band suws. 


The circular saw was treated as a disk of 


tempered stool, was ground flat on one side 
and- slightly convoked on the other. 
Such 


a sa,w did fjiir-work ut a low or moderate 
speed, but an increase of speed resulted 
in crooked lumber. But some wise filer 
conceived tho idsu of treating the circular 
not ns a flat disk, but as a ring of steel, 
connected to. its center by on easy lllJing ; 
of the* sumo material, forming, of course, 
ono disk. 


It was not absolutely flat when at rest; 


but if set up in position, us in tbo mill, it 
would bo found to bo slightly convex on 
ono side and aouoave on tho other, and 
this convexity and concavity could, by a 
little- pressure*, bo easily mado to change 
sides, acting tho same as when pressure is 
osortod on the bottom of an old tin pan— 
it pops in or out as required. 


A circular paw in this condition, which 


is obtained by hammering tho central 
part, when placed on its arbor and set in 
rapid motion, straightens itself. The cen- 
trifugal forco of the wholo blade is concen- 
trated iu the rim, which slightly yields, al- 
lowing tho saw to run iu a beautifully true 
plane, which it has both Uio disposition 
and ability to constantly preserve. la this 
condition, when suitably dressed for its 
work, tho circular saw is a perfected piece 
of machinery. 


After tho first introduction of band 


mills many years passed before this con- 
structive principle was applied to thorn. 
As soon as this took place tbo band RUW 
bogau to take rank in speed of lumber 
making with its powerful rival, which 
hitherto hold tho field. 


Tension in tho cutting edge of tbe blade 


is the principle referred to, which till taws 
must possess in order to do their best 
work. In the circular saws this is ob- 
tained by hammering tho central part of 
the saw. In tho baud suw it is by rolling 
tlio middle portion of the blailo—that if, 
tho saw is passed through a machine be- 
tween two small stool rollers under heavy 
pressure, wliicb expands thu middle por- 
tion of tho Xiw throughout its entire 
length. Applying a htraightodgo to the 
sido of a saw, either longitudinally or 
transversely, will show couvox and con- 
cave places alternating all along tho blade. 
But when placed on tlio wheels of tho mill 
under a four ton strain, all these kinks dis- 
appear. It then becomes ono straight rib- 
bon of stoel, with its edges so tight that 
there is no chance for deviation iu sawing. 
It cuts straight.—W. II. Trout in CuFslur's 
Magazine.

enemy and made a wholo division prison- 
ers, including tho famous Stonewall bri- 
gade. Burnside now reported thnt his 
right had lost its connection with Han- 
cock's corps. 
General Grant sent him a 


brief characteristic note in reply, saying: 
"Push the enemy with all your might. 
That's the way to connect." 


The general iu chief showed again upon 


that eventful morning the valne ho placed 
upon minutes. Aids were kept riding at 
a full run carrying messages, and tho 
terseness, vigor nnd intensity manifested 
in every lino of ills flold orders wero enough 
to spur tho most sluggish to prompt ac- 
tion.—General Horace Porter in Century. 


The Continent,of Europe WM Convulsed 


From Eud to End When tlio NOTTS \V;ts 
Koowu — Honors aud Congratulations 
Wore Slioivor«^l Upon Nelson. 


Of 18 French ships of the lino all but 


two were taken or destroyed. Tho fleet 
was annihilated. " Victory," said Nelson 
justly, "is certainly not n name strong 
enough for such a scene as I havo passed." 
In completeness of immediate results upon 
tho flold no fleet action has over equaled 
tbe hattle of tho Nile: Upon the fortunes 
of tho particular enterprise which elicited 
it—Bonaparte's oriental expedition—tho 
effect wns absolutely decisive. It bocamo 
impossible, nnd was by experience demon- 
strated to be impossible, to afford to tbo 
expeditionary force the renewal of men and 
supplies, upon which depended not only the 
prosecution of tho undertaking, but oven 
tho maintenance of the position nirendy 
achieved. 


Tbo influence of the battle of tho Nile 


was more furreaching still. 
Tho conti- 


nent of Europe became convulsed trom end 
to end as soon as tho news was received. 
Elated by Bonaparte's career of victory in 
Italy and by the submission of Austriu to 
terms of peace, tho French government 
had entered upon a course of urrognnt ag- 
gression toward other countries—ot which, 
the unprovoked Egyptian expedition was 
only one example—that had aroused tho 
wrath of all nations. 
Even tho United 


States w^s forced from its attitude of be.- 
novolont neutrality, vyhich had depended 
upon the tradition of the war of independ- 
ence and tho adoption btf Franco of repub- 
lican institutions. 
v 
The general resentment in Europe v.'as, 


however, curbed by experience cf tho might 
of the Froncti revolutionary movement, 
and of tho French armies when wielded by 
u man like Bonaparte, and there was 
wanting tho demonstration of sonic power 
capable of imposing an nbsolttto check up- 
on their future progress. Tho bnttlo of 
tho Nile gave such « demonstration. As 
Nelson said, it was moro than a victory; 
it was a catastrophe. 
Tho French fleet- 


waa annihilated, tho Mediterranean passed 
into tho absolute control of (-Jrcat Britain, 
tho flower of the French army and tho in- 
vincible Bonaparte woro cut off impelcs'sly"' 
from France. 
Turkey, previously over- 


uwod by tho fleet, declared war in a 
month. Austria, Russia and Naples had 
ulready drawn together in coalition. Thoy 
woro oniboldnnod, us the pcrmanonoo of 
the conditions clue to tho bnttlo became 
evident, to pursue their military enter- 
prises upon a scale which brought tho re- 
public to tho brink of ruin, from which it 
was saved only by tho unexpected and for- 
tuitous return of Bonaparte and his acces- 
sion to Kupromo power n year later. 
Uo- 


foro tho year 17i)8 expired a combined Rus- 
sian and Turkish fleet entered the Medi- 
terranean from the Black son and under- 
took to wrest tho Ionian islands from 
Franco. In India the movements ufrainst 
tho British domination wliiuh had boon fo- 
mented by French iiegotintlons, and which 
Bonaparte expected to foster, foil stillborn 
wiion tho dlfuator became known thoro. 
Nelson, uwiire of tho importance of the 
news to British interests, hnd at once dis- 
patched a special messenger overland to 
Bombay. 


The general satisfaction, not to nay ex- 


ultation, was shown by tho honors nnd re- 
wards showered from all sides upon the 
viator. The bultiin and the czar, tho Icings 
of Sardinia and of tho two Sicilies, sont 
inopsagOH of cungnitnlation nnd rlc-Ii pres- 
ents, tho cxar accompanying his with an 
autograph letter. 
On tho part of his own 


country, t.he two houses of parliament vot- 
ed their thanks nnd a pension of £2,000 n 
year. The Kast India company by a gift of 
£10,000 acknowledged the security gained 
for tho Indian possessions. Other individ- 
ual corporations took appropriate notice 
of the prout event, instanuos KO far apart 
us the cities of London and Palermo and 
tho island of Zante, showing how wide- 
spread was the seufo of relief. 


In titular rank Nelson was raised to tho 


lowest grade of tho peerage ns Bnron Nel- 
son of tho Nile. Indignant comment was 
made in some quarters upon tho inudo- 
quaay of this advancement to tho brilliancy 
and importance of the service done. 
Tho 


ministry justified its action upon tho tech- 
nical ground that, though no superior was 
within 3,000 miles of Aboukir, Nelson v/aa 
nevertheless n subordinate flag officer, not 
a commander in chief. 


Not least gratifying to him, with his 


sensitive appreciation of friendship and 
susceptibility to flattery, must have been 
the numerous-letters of congratulation ho 
received froip friends in and out of tho 
service, und especially from men whqs.o 
eminence und professional standing made 
their praise n sound criterion for tho calm 
after judgment of mankind. Besides muny 
other officers of character and reputation, 
tho throe great admirals, Lords Hovso, 
Hood and St. Vincent, the leaders of tho 
navy in rank und distinguished service, 
wrote to him in tho strongest terms of ad- 
miration. 
Tho latter two did not hcsituttL 


to stylo the battle the greatest achievement 
thnt history could produce, while Howe's 
language, more measured, was st> only be- 
cause, like himself, it was more prccisojiiK 
characterising tho special merits of tho ac- 
tion and was therefore acknowledged by 
Nelson with particular expressions of pleas-

Jointing is'oue of the niost difficult nnd 


delicate operations in Atlantic enblft mak- 
ing. 
To see a joint mndo 1 climbed, on 


one of uiy visits to Woolwich, up Into a 
swallow nest of a cabin.' fastened in some 
mysterious way to the side Of a wall'of tho 
"core" tankroom. In the center of tho 
little room sat an iinposing individual, 
whose cbui-cteristics seemed to be rotun- 
dity, profuse sweating and absolute clean- 
liness. An assistant shared tho narrow 
spaao with him. A few simple iron tools 
und several big gas jets served as his equip- 
ment. First Gho assistant out oil a few 
inches from the two ends, pored down the 
gutta perobu in, such a way as to leave two 
or three inchesiof copper conductor uncov- 
ered, bnvoled each end with a- file, laid 
them together, soldered them, and then 
wrapped the jodnt tightly for tho distance 
of half an inch with line copper wire. This 
wrapping insures u connection in case tho 
soldering should'.some time break.
